Hing the opportunity to improve income 
| by better methods of farming, a con 
‘temporary south of the line points out 
that the stubborn fact still remains 
that the American farmer has inereas- 
ed in efficiency, and what is more, he 
‘produces larger quantities of agricul- 
‘tural products per person than 
farmer in the world. 

What about the Canadian farmer? 
in 1870 we had two and a third mil- 
lion people engaged in agriculture, 
with an annual production of 242 mil- 
lion dollars. In 1925 we had a rural 
population of about 4,700,000 with a 
production of 1,458 million dollars, and 
that was a low crop year. Our increase 
,of production In 55 years is 600 per 
cent, with an increase in rural popula- 
tion of approximately 100 per cent. 
|Our system of agriculture is almost 
precisely the same as in the United 
States with value of production per 
'man enormously in favor of the latier 
on account of higher prices.
